The Milton Murder. 


Our community was shocked on Saterday | 
evening last, from learning that murder 
foul” was committed on Friday night, 
November 2lst, at Milton and Dorcheste 
but three miles and a half distant

village, 
from Quincy. We give the particulars from 
the Boston Herald of Sunday morning: 

“The brutal murder committed in the 
quiet village of Dorchester Lower Mills, on 
Friday might last, continues to create much 
excitement among the people in that locality, 
but us yet no trace of the murderer has been 
found. Yesterday forenoon Coroner Vose 
summoned a jury to investigate the circum- 
stances ailending the horrible tragedy. The 
wilnesses examined were Mr. George Hal), 
the employer of the murdered man, James 
Packard, and Doctors Holmes, Spooner and 
Ware. From the testimony of the witnesses 
the following particulars were elicited : 

“Mr. Hall and a small boy were in the 
shop with Hocking, in the evening, and left 
bim there a few minutes after nine o’clock.— 
The deceased was there fitting a drawer into 
his work-bench, which stood within a few 
feet of the door. 
ticed how far Mr. Hocking hac then proceed- 
ed in the work, and points out some that was 
done after he left, indicating that the deceased 
was not disturbed immed liately bythe approach 
of the murderer. At ten o’clock he was found 
Jeaning ag 
per storyof the shop,and on being removec and 
laid upon his work-bench, he raised himself 
and was understood to say, ‘ Tank vou,’ but 
could give nu audible answer to the question 
as to who hac assaulted bim. He was shortly 
after removed to his residence and physicians 
were called. During the night he remained 
in an insensible condition, moaning contin- 
ually and appearing as if he was warding off 
blows aimed athis person. He hada wife 
and his mother also lived with him; the for- 
mer being in a feeble state of health,—the 
shock of this sudden calamity will, it is fear- 
ed, have an adverse result upon her condi- 
tion. He died at half past seven o'clock on 
Saturdey morning. 

“ From the appearance of the shop where 
the tragedy was enacted, the murdered man 
must have been at work with his head nearly 
down to the floor, when approached and 
struck by the murcerer. ‘There was but very 
little blood im the shop, and probably the 
greater part of the struggle was out of doors. 
The clothes of the deceased were cons:dera- 
bly torn, and he was in a very muddy condi- 
tion— proofs of a terrible struggle for his lite. 
The mallet with which the blows were in- 
flicted, was found outside the shop and has 
— identified as one belonging to Hocking. 


“The post mortem examination of the 
body revealed eight wounds on the back 
part of the head, the skull fractured in seve- 
ral places, the left shoulder badly bruised, 
and the neck much swollen. The cause of 
death was concussion of the brain. 


“Tt is thought by some that the murderer 
mistook his poor victim, (whose pocket-book 
conta!ning a small sum of money is missing) 
for Mr. Hall, who sometimes carries Fe large 
sum cf money about his person. As Mr. 
locking is not known to have had an enemy, 
the horrible deed was probably committed in 
the hope of obtaining a Jarge sum of money. 

“No arrests have been made up to the 
present time ; the Selectmen have offered a 
reward of five hundred dollars for the dis- 
covery and epprehension of the murderer.”
